Crews struggle to 
keep up with snow

W hen the flakes start falling, Barry Marksberry’s 
day starts early. 

Last week, his day began at 4:30 a.m. on 
Monday when Grant County was blanketed in winter white. 

Marksberry’s day (and night) didn’t end until 5 p.m. on 
Tuesday, Feb. 17. 

“It was a long 36 hours,” he said, as he prepared to 
make another swipe on his route, which includes Cynthiana 
Street, KY 36 and side roads such as Hightower Tebelman, 
Dark Region and Ashbrook. 

“And we will be here a long time 
today,” he said, on Wednesday, Feb. 

18. 

Marksberry said that despite the 
public’s belief that their roads had 
not been plowed as soon as the 
snow started to pile up, the county’s 
road crews had been out working to 
clear a path, but the continued snow¬ 
fall and blowing and drifting snow 
made it seem as if the roads had not 
been plowed and treated. 

“People just don’t realize that we 
just don’t sit in the trucks and drive 
around,” Marksberry said. “There’s 
more to it than that, especially when 
you’ve been out for 36 hours.” 

When the heavy snow began, Marksberry said he was 
able to go over the roads once before he took a break. He 
plowed and treated them again and then rested at the coun¬ 
ty road barn on Hopperton Lane in Dry Ridge before going 
back over them a third time. 

He said it takes him about eight hours to completely run 
his route.

Smoking ban passes House, faces uncertain future in Senate

Despite narrowly passing the 
House, a proposed statewide 
smoking ban could go up up in 
smoke in the Senate. 

The Senate moved House Bill 
145, known as the Smoke-Free 
Kentucky bill, last week to the 
Veterans, Military and Public 
Protection Committee. 

Senate Majority Floor Leader 
Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, has said he does 
not believe there is much senti¬ 
ment to pass the bill in his cham¬ 
ber. 

“I’m opposed to a statewide 
smoking ban,” Thayer said. “It’s 
more ‘big government’ meddling 


in privately-owned businesses, 
and is best handled at the local 
level.” 

The bill cleared its first hurdle 
Feb. 13 when it passed 51-46 in 
the House. 

HB 145 would ban smoking 
and the use of e-cigarettes both 
indoors or within 15 feet of pub¬ 
lic places and workplaces state¬ 
wide. 

Rep. Susan Westrom, 
D-Lexington, primary sponsor 
of the bill said 950 people die 
each year in Kentucky from ill¬ 
nesses caused by second-hand 
smoke. 

HB 145 would create a fine 
(with no court costs) of $25 for 
individuals and $50 for each 
business violating the proposed 


ban. 

Private clubs, facilities that 
do tobacco marketing research 
and cigar bars and tobacconists 
that can prove their tobacco sales 
are at least 10 percent of their 
gross annual sales would be 
exempt. 

Private residences would be 


unaffected by the proposal 
except in areas used for paid 
lodging, childcare, adult care or 
health care. 

Any location where smoking 
or use of e-cigarettes is prohibit¬ 
ed would have to be clearly 
marked with a no smoking sign 
at each entrance. 


The bill as amended also clar¬ 
ifies that HB 145 would not 
repeal existing local ordinances 
or regulations that restrict smok¬ 
ing, and would not prevent local¬ 
ities from passing more restric¬ 
tive rules. 

Two days before the bill 
passed the House, hundreds ral¬ 
lied in Frankfort supporting 
Smoke Free Kentucky Day at the 
Capitol. 

The flyer released by the 
Northern Kentucky Health 
Department and Tobacco-Free 
Northern Kentucky states that 
six in 10 Grant County voters 
favor smoke-free environments, 
according to an August 2014 
survey.

Theodore “Bud” Lewis worked at Bennett’s Lumber Company in Williamstown. He was 
married to Hattie Route Lewis, who was a cook and housekeeper for J.B. Miller. 


In the last article of this 
series meet Theodore “Bud” 
Lewis and wife Hattie Route 
Lewis. 

Bud was bom Aug. 3, 
1900 in Williamstown and 
was the son of Charles and 
Mary Elizabeth Penny 
Lewis. 

He was a cousin to Della 
Lewis Jones who also lived 
in Williamstown. Lewis 
married Hattie Mae Route 
of Crittenden on July 2, 
1926 in Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Hattie was the daughter of 
Bridge and Stella Sleet 
Route. 

She was bom Oct. 12, 
1902 in Crittenden and died 
on Feb. 5, 1955 at her home 
in Williamstown. When 
their wedding announce¬ 
ment was made in the Grant 
County News they were 
described as “colored peo¬ 
ple of the best class”. 

He worked at Bennett’s 
Lumber Company in 
Williamstown where, he 
was hit in the head with a 
wooden plank in a freak 
accident. His injuries were 
not serious but he was con¬ 
fined to bed. (The Grant 
County News, October 25, 
1929, pg. 1, col. 6). 

Hattie was a cook and 
housekeeper for J. B. Miller. 
According to Della Jones, 
she made great pull candy. 
At Christmas time, Glenna 
McComas O’Neil remem¬ 
bers seeing the bed in one of 
the back bedrooms in the 
Miller home totally covered 
with candy. Hattie would 
always let Glenna have a 
piece or two of her famous 
candy. Hattie also worked 
at the Hotel Donald in 
Williamstown. 

Lewis was one of the 
first Black men to serve as a 
juror on the U.S. District 
Federal Court, in Covington. 
Charles Finnell of 
Crittenden was the other. 
(The Grant County News, 
April 8, 1940). 

Bud and Hattie moved to 
a new home on Court Street 
in Williamstown in July 
1944. Court Street was 
located directly behind the 
west side of Main Street and 
ran behind the court house. 

Tragedy stmck the Lewis 
family in 1955. “Hattie 
Mae Lewis, colored, well 
known in Williamstown, 


passed away in her sleep at 
her residence Saturday, Feb. 
5. 

She was 52 years of age 
and a native of the county. 
During an illness of three 
years she suffered several 
paralytic strokes which kept 
her confined to her bed and 
wheel chair. The deceased is 
survived by husband, 
Theodore “Bud” Lewis, and 
a 15-year-old-son, Anthony 
B. Lewis, student at Lincoln 
Ridge Institute. (Obituary 
found in the home of Della 
Jones) 

Shortly after Hattie’s 
death, Zadah Thompson 
published the following: “A 
Tribute to a Friend - I 
believe that if Mrs. Hattie 
Mae Lewis could have spo¬ 
ken before answering her 
call, she would have quoted 
2 Timothy 4:7, ‘I have 
fought a good fight, I have 


finished my course, I have 
kept the faith”. 

Hattie did fight a good 
fight through a lengthy ill¬ 
ness - as long as she was 
able to smile, she would do 
so and say, T feel pretty 
good.’ She finished her 
course and didn’t give up 
until the end. She was a 
good and loving mother, 
wishing and planning the 
best for her son. 

She was active in church 
work, always attending our 
special meetings at Dry 
Ridge. When she became 
unable to attend, she would 
send her donation and her 
son. 

She was active in all 
school activities - never did 
she say, ‘No’ when called 
upon. Always doing her 
part and more to make the 
school second to none. She 
called upon a member of the 


board of education and 
asked for electric lights to 
be put in our school, but due 
to failing health, she was 
unable to carry out that proj¬ 
ect. 

The school has lost a 
faithful and loyal patron; the 
county has lost an outstand¬ 
ing citizen; the churches 
have lost a good worker. 
Submitted by Z.G. 
Thompson” (Article found 
in the home of Della Jones) 

Five months later, trage¬ 
dy once again struck the 
Lewis home. “Theodore 
(Bud) Lewis, 54 years of 
age, was found dead at 4:30 
Tuesday morning lying 
beside the Southern Railroad 
track by James Brown, who 
was on his way to take a bus 
to Cincinnati where he is 
employed. Found on the 
dead man’s person was his 
billfold containing $18, a 


pocket watch, wrist watch 
and a flash light. 

County Attorney Lee 
Lanter said Wednesday 
afternoon that a court of 
inquiry was held Tuesday 
night and that witnesses 
who admitted having been 
with Lewis prior to mid¬ 
night on the night before he 
was found dead told con¬ 
flicting stories. He said one 
witness, a white woman, 
said that she, in company 
with Lewis and a white 
man, went to a drive-in the¬ 
ater in Georgetown and that 
the man told the officials 
who were conducting the 
inquiry that they all went to 
Falmouth. Several witness¬ 
es were called before the 
grand jury and more will be 
called today. 

Coroner Claud Neal and 
Sheriff Julian Foree took the 
remains of Lewis to 
Covington Wednesday for 
an autopsy after public sen¬ 
timent became aroused (it 
was felt within the colored 
community that Lewis had 
been pushed or put on the 
railroad tracks as punish¬ 
ment because of his friendly 
relationships with white 
people) 

They returned about 3:30 
p.m. Wednesday with a 
report of the physician, Dr. 
Ritterhoff (initials not 
given). The report follows 

‘In my opinion Theodore 
Lewis died as the result of 
severe trauma. The trauma 
was produced by a massive 
generalized force with trans¬ 
mission to the internal 
organs and skeleton. Dr. 
Ritterhoff. ’ The report 
showed that Lewis sus¬ 
tained broken ribs on both 
sides, right elbow injury, 
severe skin lacerations, rup¬ 
ture of liver, spleen and right 
kidney and chest wall inju¬ 
ries. The death was ruled 
accidental by Coroner Neal. 
The colored community 
never believed the death 
was “accidental”. 

The deceased had been 
employed by J.W. Bennett 


of Williamstown Lumber 
and Hardware Company for 
the past thirty years. 

He is survived by a sister, 
Etta Jackson of Newport 
and a foster son, Tony 
Lewis. He was the husband 
of the late Hattie Mae 
Lewis, whose death 
occurred in February”. 
(Article found in the home 
of Della Jones) 

Lewis and Hattie had 
one child, whom they 
adopted sometime between 
April 2, 1940 and Sept. 2, 
1940. His name was 
Anthony (Tony) Bridges 
Lewis and he was known in 
the community as “Red” 
because of his red hair. 

He was bom on Apri 30, 
1939 in Dry Ridge and died 
Jan. 2, 2009 at St. Luke 
Hospital in Ft. Thomas. In 
September 1955, after both 
his parents died, Tony nomi¬ 
nated Ben F. Kinman to be 
his guardian. Kinman was 
approved and gave a $5,000 
bond. He was a white man. 

Lewis was an accom¬ 
plished pianist and in 1948 
received a medal when he 
played a number of piano 
selections for Mary 
McClure O’Hara of Los 
Angeles. He was a pupil of 
C.R. Atkins. 

Lewis attended Kentucky 
State College in Frankfort 
after graduating from 
Lincoln Ridge School in 
1958. He married Eunice 
Lee in 1961. Eunice was 
the daughter of Ralph Lee 
and Mattie Teagle. 

They were married for 
48 years at the time of 
Tony’s death. He worked 
for Cincinnati Gas and 
Electric Company for 21 
years until he retired in 
1998. 

He attended Barnes 
Temple A.M.E. Church in 
Elsmere, where he was a 
Steward, Trustee and a 
member of the Nehemiah 
Nation. He was also a 
member of the Ira Lodge 
#37 in Covington, Kentucky 
for 28 years.

I wasn’t laughing, how¬ 
ever, later as I got stuck in 
my four-wheel drive ve¬ 
hicle trying to help a friend 
who slid off their driveway 
into a tree. 

Thankfully, after some 
shoveling, groveling, pray¬ 
ing and gritting my teeth, 
my vehicle unstuck itself 
and I didn’t even need my 
wrecker driver’s help. 

That is one thing I no¬ 
ticed during the last week, 
many drivers with trucks or 
four-wheel drive vehicles 
think they are racecar driv¬ 
ers. Maybe it’s because the 
Daytona 500 was looming, 
but I saw some motorists 
doing some stupid stuff 
last week. 

On Monday, Taft High¬ 
way in Diy Ridge was as 
worse as I’ve ever seen it.

ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 


Snow, 

plants,deicing 

W e have been trudging about in shin deep 
snow for days now and the subzero tem¬ 
peratures have kept us on our toes as we 
try to keep livestock out of the wind and supplied 
with hay and water. Snow has an insulating effect 
which is particularly useful when we do have frigid 
temperatures. Ground level snow will actually pro¬ 
tect the roots and crowns of perennial and woody 
plants but you may notice a little bum above the 
snow level when it comes to broadleaf evergreens. 
Snow offsets excessive transpiration (moisture loss 
through foliage) when it comes to broadleaf ever¬ 
greens like holly, rhododendron, boxwood, mag¬ 
nolias and mahonia. We often see “winter burn” 
caused by desiccation on such plants if we have a 
cold blistery winter. A snow cover helps to prevent 
it. 

Most plants grown in Kentuckiana can with¬ 
stand below freezing temperatures; it is the desic¬ 
cation caused by deicing agents that may be the real 
culprit for damage if not used properly. We don’t 
bother with deicing agents much anymore at the 
farm but many neighborhood road crews are keep¬ 
ing the roads safe using salt; so, as the winter sea¬ 
son unfolds don’t forget about the effect that deicing 
agents may have on your plants. 

If you use certain deicing agents you may en¬ 
counter some ragged looking plants once the spring 
thaw begins. Common deicing agents come in sev¬ 
eral forms: sodium chloride (rock salt) is probably 
the hardest on plants; calcium chloride and potas¬ 
sium chloride, if used excessively, can leach into the 
soil at dangerous levels for plants but they will not 
cause the same foliar burn as rock salt. However, 
calcium and potassium chloride are preferable over 
rock salt by far. 

It used to be that plant 
lovers used fertilizer prod¬ 
ucts such as ammonium ni¬ 
trate and ammonium sulfate 
as deicing agents but these 
can be hard on your cement 
surfaces so surely there is a 
middle ground for all to be 
safe! Basically try to avoid 
using products that have so¬ 
dium in them, which harms 
plants; and avoid ammonium 
based products if you are 
worried about your cement. 
Instead try fireplace ash or 
cheap kitty litter; they won’t 
melt the snow but they can 
provide reasonable traction on walkways without 
causing injury to plants. 

Alternative methods to deicing 

We do not have control beyond our own land¬ 
scapes and while the salt brine used to keep our 
roads clear is fabulous do understand that it may 
cause desiccation and injury along our roadways 
and in parking lots. While the brine is a vast im¬ 
provement over rock salt spread everywhere it may 
still spray or leach into soils once the big thaw be¬ 
gins. Salt spray damage is usually replaced by new 
foliage come spring but salt leached into the soil can 
have more injurious effects. 

Salt-contaminated soils can damage plant roots, 
which means it cannot take up nutrients and mois¬ 
ture; contaminated soils can also make some miner¬ 
als unavailable for absorption by plants (resulting 
in yellowing foliage due to chlorosis). The stress 
of it all can make trees more susceptible to things 
like cankers, rot and wilt diseases which would oth¬ 
erwise not affect a healthy tree. The more snowfall 
we have the better when it comes to salt contamina¬ 
tion because the snowmelt will help wash much of 
the salt through the soil, beyond the root system. 
Early spring rains can do the rest. 

Some plants are more tolerant of salt including 
many oak species and ornamental pears. Those that 
are intolerant include other favorites such as birch, 
sugar maple and beech so if you suspect salt stress 
for these species you may want to flush the salt from 
the area by watering once the ground thaws.

Pastor’s Corner 

Call to all prodigals! 

L uke 15, also known as the Lost and Found sec¬ 
tion, begins with Jesus bravely sitting down to 
feast with a group of publicans and sinners. De¬ 
spite the accusations of the Pharisees, Jesus still made 
sure that his time and attention was not hindered from 
the reason He came to the earth and be crucified. 

With the publicans and sinners full attention he be¬ 
gan to present to them a series of parables. Jesus begins 
by telling of a shepherd who had 100 sheep; however, 
at a point in time one of them went astray. With the 
heart of a shepherd Jesus presents the convicting ques¬ 
tion: “What man of you, having one hundred sheep, 
if he loses one of them, doth not leave the ninety and 
nine in the wilderness, and go after that which is lost, 
until he find it?” Secondly, Jesus tells of a woman who 
had 10 pieces of silver, but at a moment in time lost 

one of those pieces and 
in frantic effort lights a 
candle and sweeps the 
house looking for that 
lost coin, and did not 
rest until she found it. 

Lastly, Jesus portrays 
a vivid picture of the 
heart of God toward his 
lost people, as he tells 
the story of the prodigal 
son. 

The parable begins 
with the son insisting 
that his Father prema¬ 
turely gives him the 
inheritance that is right¬ 
fully his. The son is cor¬ 
rect that the inheritance 
is his, so the Father so 
graciously deals out his 
portion. However, when 
the son received his portion, he turns away from the 
Father, leaving his house, family, and everything he 
was brought up in. The prodigal ventures off into a far 
country to live life the way that he sees fit, and with the 
“I’ll do what pleases me and makes me happy” mental¬ 
ity, he wastes his substance the Father had given him. 
To add insult to injury, a famine came into the land, and 
with nothing left to his name, the famine pushed him to 
be hired into a job cleaning out pig pens. 

That lifestyle is definitely the low of lows, as the 
young man goes from having all the provisions of the 
Father’s house, to indulging in a feast of leftover corn 
husks the pigs so graciously let him have, because no 
man would provide for him. It was at this pivotal mo¬ 
ment, this low moment, the Bible says, “And when he 
came to himself, he said... I will arise and go to my 
father.” 

The prodigal looked around and realized how far 
“his way” had gotten him. He had been gone from the 
Father so long that he figured the Father would only 
accept him as one of the hired servants, instead of his 
son. When he arose to come back home, even when 
he was a great way off from the house, the Father ran 
to meet His son, and with a heart full of compassion 
he hugged and kissed His son. The prodigal acknowl¬ 
edged his sin, telling the Father of how unworthy he 
is to be called his own. But thanks be to God that the 
Father had the last say so, as He commands for the son 
to be dressed in the best apparel, and a ring to be placed 
on his hand, which confirmed his identity as a Son, and 
He welcomed the prodigal back home. I am in no small 
company as I declare that the coming of the Lord is 
drawing nearer with every moment. 

Many do not want to hear that statement, but the 
signs of the times declare it far louder than I ever could. 
Time is the substance that cannot be wasted any longer, 
and once it is gone, no man can provide it. 

The Father is waiting to receive all prodigals with 
open arms, to restore everything that was left behind 
and wasted. Everything that Father possesses is yours 
and He wants nothing but the best for you. 

We are not called to be servants of the world, but 
we are called to be sons and daughters of God! Harvest 
Apostolic Church is praying for all prodigals in Grant 
County and beyond. Be encouraged Pastor, or Youth 
Pastor, because the greatest revival has not happened, 
neither should we be looking for it, but it is right now! 

At the end of each parable Jesus tells of a great re¬ 
joicing because of the lost being found, and that is ex¬ 
actly what our churches are going to experience! Prod¬ 
igals are coming home in Jesus name!

Parents 
should contact their local 
school as soon as possible to 
schedule an appointment for 
kindergarten and preschool 
registration. 

An original birth certifi¬ 
cate is required at the time 
of registration, together with 
pertinent guardianship and/ 
or custody papers, when 
applicable. Proof of income 
will be required for pre¬ 
school registration.

The survey also states that 
nearly two in three Grant 
County voters believe smok¬ 
ing should never be allowed 
in workplaces. 

Several Grant Countians 
made the trip to Frankfort to 
express their support. 

The Right to Breathe- 
Grant County group met with 
Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry 
Ridge, who does not support 
the bill and ultimately voted 
against it in the House. 

“I thoroughly enjoyed 
constituents from Grant 
County visiting me and dis¬ 
cussing this issue that they are 
passionate about and near and 
dear to their hearts,” Linder 
said. “We found common 
ground, which is we both 
desire to see buildings in 
Grant County smoke free. We 
differ on how to see that 
accomplished.

“My heart just goes out to 
all these little children who 
have to breathe the second¬ 
hand smoke,” she said. “I sit 
in the school system where

“The first pass is the 
hardest,” he said. “You 
have to guess where the 
edge of the road is because 
with snow on it you can’t 
see it.” 

Last week’s dry snow 
also blew furiously as 
Marksberry plowed, often 
covering the GMC 7500’s 
windshield. 

“It’s like a white out 
and you just can’t see,” 
Marksberry said. 

Grant County has eight 
trucks used to clear and 
treat roads, as well as nine 
employees in the road 
department. The county is 
response for clearing 280 
miles of roads, as well as 
roads in Corinth and 
Crittenden. 

The city of Dry and 
Williamstown road/street 
departments clear roads in 
their cities, while the state 
maintains ? road miles in 
Grant County. 

Grant County Judge- 
Executive Steve Wood 
said the county is in need 
of more and newer equip¬ 
ment for its road depart¬ 
ment. 

“We have not replaced 
or bought any new trucks 
since 2006,” Wood said. In 
talking with other county 
leaders, most have a equip¬ 
ment replacement plan in 
place.

dren have a lot of ear infec¬ 
tions that they live in a home 
where there’s smoking.” 

Sara Moreland, a 22-year- 
old Williamstown High 
School graduate, said second¬ 
hand smoke was a part of her 
life growing up. 

Both of her parents 
smoked and her grandfather 
had lung cancer. 

“I dealt with the daily 
struggles of any child who has 
parents that smoke, including 
not being able to breathe in 
the car, having a house that 
smelled like smoke and hav¬ 
ing that terrible stringent on all 
my clothing,” said Moreland, 
who is working on her mas¬ 
ters in health education and 
promotion at the University of 
Cincinnati. “It was a constant 
fight to get my parents to stop 
smoking that I never won. 
Williamstown School did an 
excellent job promoting a 
smoke-free life and helped me 
to develop my views on the 
issue. No one should have to 
be exposed to smoke in any 
situation. Second-hand smoke 
should never be ‘part of the 
job.’ A child should never 
have to breathe in that air and 
damage their lungs. Someone 
with asthma shouldn’t be 


“Seed libraries have 
become very popular the past 
few years as the economy 
suffered and homeowners 
turned to personal gardens to 
help provide food for the 
family,” Worley said. “Four 
seed companies donated 269 
seed packets to the library 
and we are distributing those 
seeds to Grant County library 
cardholders for their personal 
use. We divided all of those 
seed packets in half so we 
have a little over 500 herb, 
flower and vegetable seed 
packets to distribute.” 

Any cardholder can check 
out up to five seed packets 
while supplies last. The full 
inventory of seeds will be 
available on a special page of 
the library’s website and on 


the equipment or manpow¬ 
er to do more,” Marksberry 
said. “We do plow each 
road, but when it keeps 
snowing, we just can’t 
keep up with it.” 

Forecasters with the 
National Weather Service 
in Wilmington said, Grant 
County received seven 
inches of snow early last 
week and then up to three 
inches over the weekend. 

For road crews, this 
was the worst-case scenar¬ 
io because once they went 
over the route and came 
back for another swipe, the 
road often looked 
untouched. 

“Drifts are a problem, 
as well as the shady parts 
of hills where the sun 
doesn’t shine. Those are 
rough,” Marksberry said. 

County road trucks are 
not immune from sliding 
off the road. 

Marksberry said he 
once got stuck in a ditch 
for eight hours, despite the 
ditch not being that deep. 

“One of the residents 
was nice enough to bring 
me some hot coffee and 
then he even invited me in 
for lunch,” Marksberry 
said. “We’ve actually 
become friends since 
then.” 

The large county trucks 
often have difficulty 
maneuvering the county’s 
narrow, one-lane roads and 
bridges. It doesn’t help 
when there’s no turn 
around at the end of a road 
or cars are parked on the 
sides or end of a road. 

Marksberry checked his 
rear mirror continuously as 
he backed up more than 


focused to eat a different loca¬ 
tion or avoid a public place in 
fear of second-hand smoke.” 

A member of Right to 
Breathe-Grant County, 
Moreland said she believes 
local residents do want a com¬ 
prehensive smoke-free law. 

“This county cares about 
each other and wants what is 
best for the community,” she 
said. “They have taken huge 
steps towards a healthier life¬ 
style. Putting smoke-free laws 
in place would only assist in 
reaching our optimal health. 
This doesn’t mean eveiyone 
in Grant County should stop 
smoking. It would simply 
give everyone in Grant 
County the freedom to go out 
in a public place and breathe 
smoke-free air.” 

Despite support for the 
smoke-free bill, Moreland 
said she does not see the law 
becoming a reality in the near 
future. 

“Politicians are stuck on 
avoiding making more laws 
that companies and people 
must follow,” she said. “They 
are not able to hear all the 
voices that want this ban. This 
law will not pass until every¬ 
one that supports this law 
stands up and takes action.”

1,000 to 1,500 feet on 
Webb Odor Road. 

“This is really tough at 
night,” he said. 

Marksberry was mind¬ 
ful of where he pushed the 
snow when he got to the 
end of county maintenance 
or the end of the road. 

“We can’t go past the 
sign and we can’t push a 
pile of snow up there and 
block other people,” he 
said, as he dragged the 
plow’s blade backwards to 
keep the snow from piling 
up. 

The county has used 
700 tons of salt so far. The 
salt comes from Detroit, 
Michigan. It is shipped to 
Lexington via train and 
then trucked to Grant 
County. The county also 
treats roads with a salt/ 
sand/cinder mix and has 
used 2,800 tons of this so 
far. 

“So far, we’ve had no 
trouble getting supplies,” 
said County Road 
Department Supervisor 
Steve Tatum. 

Tatum said there were 
no problems getting the 
roads cleared, other than 
the weather itself. 

“It was drawn out 
because it kept snowing 
for so long,” Tatum said. 
“People need to have 
patience and sometimes 
that is in short supply.” 

Marksberry has worked 
for the county in the road 
department for nearly six 
years. 

“When I first started 
doing this, it was fun and I 
used to like snow, but I 
don’t like it anymore,” he 
said.
